ASSEMBLE YOUR 3-D TREE CARD 


(3) Craft card by following these steps (see examples on next page): 


a) Glue a decorative tag to the back of the rb) Fold card along score line. © Fold tree panels, starting with scored 
large journal block, and glue to gold area, line, in an accordion fold. 
aligning with the left edge of the gold area. 
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Glue ends of each accordion fold re] Wrap hound’s-tooth strip around card, Add star embellishments to the 
horizontally to either side of the fold and glue at ends to create sleeve. front of sleeve.

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TIPS: 


e Before folding tree panels, dot with glue and 
sprinkle with glitter on the lettered side to create 
sparkling ornaments. 
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e Fora photo card, use the small journal block 
instead of the large, and glue to the lower half of 
gold area. Then, glue a 2” x 2” photo to the upper 
half of the gold area.
